To  the  Inspectors  Dauphin  County  Prison  : 

Gentlemen: — I  beg  leave  to  submit  in  brief  my  annual 
report : 

Since  the  first  day  of  January,  1874,  there  have  beeu  162 
cases  requiring  regular  medical  treatment,  in  addition  to  quite 
a  number  whose  ailments  were  of  a  trivial  character.  The  ac¬ 
companying  table  gives  the  class  and  nature  of  diseases  com¬ 
ing  under  my  care. 

There  have  been  four  deaths — two  by  virtue  of  the  law, 
hanging,  on  July  9,  1874;  one  from  apoplexy  September  1; 
the  other  from  paralysis  November  26th.  Neither  of  these 
latter  cases  should  have  been  sent  to  prison.  The  first  was 
picked  up  on  the  street  in  a  dying  condition ;  the  other  brought 
in  a  wheelbarrow,  having  received  severe  injuries  to  his  spine, 
resulting  in  death  in  forty-eight  hours. 

There  have  been  203  regular  visits  (night  and  day)  made 
during  the  year,  apart  from  others  of  which  no  record  was 
kept. 

The  health  of  the  prisoners,  those  who  were  well  on  enter¬ 
ing,  has  been  uniformly  good.  Most  of  the  diseases  originated 
outside  the  prison,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  table  of 
cases. 

The  quarterly  reports  made  to  the  Board  of  Public  Chari¬ 
ties  differ  from  this  in  the  fact  that  persons  sentenced  by  the 
court  are  alone  taken  into  consideration. 
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I  trust  I  may  not  be  considered  importunate  when  your  at¬ 
tention  is  once  again  called  to  the  several  suggestions  hereto- 
fore  made  in  my  annual  reports.  The  recommendations  are 
important  and  should  be  carried  out. 

The  food  furnished  the  inmates  is  of  excellent  quality.  The 
bread  is  sweet,  light  and  nutritious ;  the  meat  (once  a  day) 
fresh,  pure  and  abundant ;  and  I  have  frequently  made  an  in¬ 
spection  of  the  same  at  the  time  of  serving ;  while  the  soup 
and  colfee  better  than  that  furnished  soldiers  in  the  field. 

To  the  good  matron  of  the  prison  much  credit  is  due  for  her 
administering  greatly  to  the  comfort  of  the  sick.  The  same 
is  also  due  to  the  other  officers.
